Second Constitutional 
Amendment Plan Would 
Set Up Annual Sessions 
JEFFERSON CITY (/P) — The 
Missou ri Hou se approved consti­ 
tu tional amendment proposals to­ 
day to establish annu al legislative 
sessions and extend Hou se mem­ 
ber’ terms from two to fou r years. 
Advancement of the annu al ses­ 
sion plan came on a lopsided 91- 
21 vote, giving it a dozen more 
than the 79 votes it will need later 
in final passage. 
Then, if passed by the Senate, 
it wou ld go on either a general or 
special election ballot for a vote 
of the people. 
Secrecy Arg ument 
The big argu m ent came today 
on 
legislative secrecy. 
Rep. A. Clifford Jones (R) of 
St. Lou is Cou nty tried vainly to 
strip away a present constitu tion- 
tional provision that the Legisla­ 
tu re can meet behind closed doors 
—bar the pu blic and the press— 
“in cases which may requ ire se­ 
crecy.” 
Bu t his amendment was defeat­ 
ed on a 66-70 vote. Most Repu bli­ 
cans and a sprink ling of Demo­ 
crats voted with Jones. Bu t the 
su bstantial part of the Democratic 
j 
m ajority voted against him. 
! 
The annu al session plan wou ld: J 
1. Continu e the present five- 
month* session each odd nu mbered 
year bu t add au thority for u p to | 
30 days additional if the governor 
vetoes any legislation that the 
Assembly’s leaders believe shou ld 
be re-offered to the two hou ses in 
an attem pt to override the vetoes. I 
2. Provide for u p to 60 d ay s1 
session du ring the even nu mbered 
years and confine those sessions to 
appropriation 
matters, 
taxation 
proposals and specific recommen­ 
dations made by the governor to 
the Legislatu re. 
Retained wou ld be the present 
$10 a day expenses for every leg­ 
islator who answers the first roll 
call of the day du ring any legisla­ 
tive session and the present 60- 
day limit on special sessions. 
Now the Legislatu re has to an­ 
ticipate the state’s revenu es for a 
tw o-year period and allot that 
money to state agencies for the 
fu ll two years. 
There was little argu ment on 
the 
fou r-year 
term 
for Hou se 
members. 
S e ve r a l opponents contended 
that the Hou se is the direct repre­ 
sentative of the people and the 
members shou ld be closer to the 
voters. If they mak e bad mistak es 
the voters shou ld be able to get 
them ou t of office before they can 
do more harm, they said. 
Senators 
already 
serve 
fou r 
years and no change in their term s 
was proposed. 
The whole annu al session pro­ 
posal was advanced on a voice 
vote with most of the dissenting 
voices heard on the side of the 
Repu blican minority. 
Yesterday the Hou se advanced 
a bonu s plan for veterans of 
World War II and the Korean 
fighting despite heavy opposition. 
Most of the opposition came 
from representatives who are vet­ 
erans of World War II themselves. 
They won adoption of an am end­ 
ment that the sponsor said wou ld 
k ill his proposal. 
The bonu s plan wou ld pay u p to | 
$500 in cash to Missou ri veterans 
of World War II and the Korean 
fighting. The cash wou ld come 
from a $211 million bond issu e and 
the bonds wou ld be paid off by 
revenu e from taxes on cigarets 
and tobacco, liqu or and beer. The 
plan, if passed by both hou ses, 
wou ld have to be approved by the 
voters before it cou ld become ef­ 
fective.

Gunbo a t Destro y ed 
The air force said its planes had 
destroyed one gu nboat of abou t 70 
tons and five armed motorized 
ju nk s. It also claimed damage to 
two other warships of an u nspeci- 
field type and “a considerable nu m 
ber” of ju nk s. 
A commu niqu e said two waves 
of Nationalist planes hammered 
the Tajshan 
Islands, 
destroying 
“m any” m ilitary installations. 
It was the second series of raids 
on the Taishans du ring the 
d a y . 
Nationalist planes roared over in 
fou r predawn waves and the a i r 
force claimed at least two vessels 
su nk and hits or possible hits on 
other craft. 
Abou t noon today, official Na­ 
tionalist reports said Commu nist 
war vessels were heading toward 
Nanchishan and Nationalist planes 
and warships were ru shing to en­ 
gage them. 
Bu t there was no attack on Nan­ 
chishan and no immediate clash 
between Nationalists and Reds. 
Nothing Immediate 
Later reports said the Red con­ 
voy apparently had no immediate 
designs on Nanchishan, President 
Chiang 
Kai-shek ’s 
northernmost 
offshore ou tpost. It appeared t h e 
Red vessels diverted their cou rse 
to mainland harbors. Official qu ar­ 
ters said the Red m aneu ver might 
have been a training exercise.

Congressmen Watch 
Seventeen congressmen and 200 
military observers watched t h e 
detonation of the nu clear device, 
set off from the too of a 300-foot 
tower on Yu cca Flat at 5:45 a.m. 
The orange Hash was visible in 
Los Angeles 275 airline miles to 
the sou thwest. 
Observers at the AEC control 
point, abou t 10 miles from t h e 
blast, felt two distinct shock s as 
¡the sou nd wave ru mbled arou nd 
jthe low mou ntains circling t h e 
flat. Two shock s also were felt in 
Las Vegas.

Taxes Should Support 
Half of School Revenue, 
Wheeler Tells Group 


JEFFERSON CITY (API — Btate 
taxes shou ld su pply at least 50 per 
cent of school revenu e, Hu bert 
Wheeler told the Senate Appro­ 
priations Committee today. 
Speak ing for a Hou se-approved 
bill providing 37% per cent of the 
state’s gpneral revenu e for edu ca­ 
tion, the state edu cation commis­ 
sioner said Missou ri now pays only 
one-third of school expenses while 
local property taxes, assessed at 
the school district level, su pply the 
remaining two-thirds. 
The 37% per cent is an increase 
over the traditional one-third of 
general 
revenu e and wou ld in­ 
crease state aid annu ally abou t $6 
million. 
Challenges Wheeler 
Sen. Edgar J. Keating (D) of 
Kansas City challenged Wh*« -! *r 
when he said the difference 
« ¡old 
be overcome by boosting the state 
appropriation, not by redu cing lo­ 
cal contribu tions. 
“Why shou ldn’t this be paid 
at 
the local level?” Keating demand­ 
ed. 
“ I 
notice you 
get federal 
fu nds. Why don’t you try t h e 
United Nations or the galaxy a- 
rou nd Mars? Those arc u ntapped 
sou rces.” 
Wheeler said 39 states spend a 
greater percentage of their total 
income on edu cation than Missou ­ 
ri does. And only five states have 
lower per capita tax than Mis­ 
sou ri, he said. 
Sen. C. R. Ted Hawk ins (R) 
of Bru mley told Keating that “ou r 
children” shou ld have the best edu ­ 
cation possible. 
The 37% per cent figu re wou ld 
su pply the schools with an esti­ 
mated state income of $51 million 
for each of the coming two years. 
Du ring the past two years the one- 
third share produ ced abou t $45 
million a year. 
More teachers are needed a n d 
the steadily increasing birth rate 
calls for more classrooms, Wheeler 
said. 
Pu pils to Increase 
The present school enrollment 
of 710.000 will increase to 834.000 
by 1960, he said, while the nu mber 
of teachers mu st go u p from 26,000 
to 31,000. 
Abou t $195 million will be need­ 
ed bv 1960 to bu ild classrooms. 
Wheeler said. 
Ward Barnes, speak ing for the 
State Teachers Association, u rged 
that state school aid be increased 
at least $11 million a year. He 
said that wou ld bring Missou ri’s 
per capita expenditu re u p to the 
national average.

WASHINGTON un — President 
Eisenhower, ask ing 
Congress 
to 
approve his 101-billion-dollar

way program, said today

try mu st have a road network pel* 
mitting people to move 
ou t of tai^ 
get areas qu ick ly in case of atom­ 
ic attack . 
In an 1,800-word special 
mes­ 
sage, the President cited the dan­ 
ger of “deadly congestion” 
du ring 
atomic warfare as one of fou r rea­ 
sons for ‘action, 
comprehensive 
and qu ick and forward-look tag” 
for highway improvement. 
He also said: 
1. Better highways 
wou ld save 
lives, redu cing the annu al toll of 
36,000 k illed and more than a mil­ 
lion inju red. Eisenhower 
said Ole 
economic loss from 
accidents is es­ 
timated at $4,300,000.000 a year. 
Add to Cost 
2. Poor roads add 
to the cost 
of operating vehicles 
over them— 
as mu ch as one-cent a mile per 
vehicle for a total yearly 
cost of 
5 billion dollars. He said the highan 
road transportation 
costs are re­ 
flected in the cost of goods and are 
paid u ltimately by the individu al 
consu mer. 
3. The 
cou ntry 
is 
growing 
and, as popu lation and 
national 
ou tpu t increase, highway develop- 
ment and improvement 
mu st b e 
increased. Unless this is done, Ei­ 
senhower said, 
“existing 
traffic 
jam s only faintly foreshadow 
those 
of 10 years hence.” 
The Eisenhower program, 
as set 
ou t in the message, followed file 
general lines of 
a report dratted 
last month by an advisory 
com­ 
mittee headed by Gen. Lu ciu a D. 
Clay. 
However, the President 
passed, 
over lightly two of the 
most highly 
controversial featu res 
of th e re­ 
port. 
In advance for the su bmission 
of the message, Senate Democrat­ 
ic leaders had declared their oppo­ 
sition to 
a nu mber of k ey featu res 
of the Qay report. 
These inclu ded: 
1. A plan for a 30-year bond 
issu e to be financed by a federal 
highway corporation that wou ld 
finance a planned 40,000 mile inter­ 
state highway network with a total 
interest cost of 11% billion dollars. 
2. A plan to reimbu rse states for 
money spent on bu ilding toll roads 
that become part of the interstate 
network . 
On the bond issu e, Eisenhower 
said: 
“I am inclined to the view that 
it is sou nder to finance this pro­ 
gram by special bond issu es . . . 
rather than by an increase in gen­ 
eral revenu e obligations.”

Congress plans to make George 
Washington a full general this 
year—the highest rank in the 
army. He has been only a lieuten­ 
ant general this last century and 
a half in his tomb at Mt. Vernon. 
The tardy promotion will raise 
him to a rank that did not exist 
in his time. It was created to 
honor U. S. Grant after his Civil 
war victories. 
This year in which the promo­ 
tion is planned marks ironically, 
the two hundredth anniversary of 
the only defeat the future father 
of his country ever suffered. In 
1754, and on the fourth of July of 
all days, George Washington sur­ 
rendered. 
The story properly starts a year 
earlier, in 1753. It was in the dark 
days of American history, before 
the Revolution. The Indian war 
whoop still echoed in lonely forest 
clearings along the Atlantic sea­ 
board, and scalps sat none too 
firmly on the heads of white set­ 
tlers and trappers. 
England and France were glar­ 
ing at each other over frontiers 
in the New World, in a continua­ 
tion of age-old enmities formerly 
settled, by choice, on the neutral 
soil of Flanders. 
The French Encroach 
Robert Dinwiddle, governor of 
the Virginia colony, had received 
disconcerting news from those un­ 
explored, untamed lands west of 
the Alleghanies. Backwoodsmen, 
setting their traps in the forests, 
had seen the white flash of French 
uniforms among the trees where 
French had no right to be. Can­ 
ada, far to the north, was their 
allotted share of the New World. 
The British crown claimed all 
the land to the west of the colo­ 
nies. An organization known as 
the Ohio company, sanctioned by 
his majesty, George II, had been 
formed to survey and exploit the 
territory beyond the mountains. 
The encroaching subjects of Louis 
XV must be found and warned off. 
The governor had in mind the 
very man for this delicate and 
dangerous mission. Maj. George 
Washington of the newly organiz­ 
ed Virginia militia had proved his 
mettle in that untamed frontier 
country four years before. He 
had been only 16 then, when he 
surveyed and laid out a road west­ 
ward through the mountain gaps, 
a road so well planned that its 
route today is followed by U. S. 
highway 40. 
He was a man of property, 
young Washington, perhaps the 
wealthiest man in the colony since 
the tragic death of his elder broth­ 
er, Lawrence, of smallpox. Six 
feet tall, powdrfully built, with a 
will of iron and unquestioned 
courage, he was perfectly fitted 
for the task.

Proudly Hailed By That Profession 
Ohnrvonc« Thi* Week by National Soc sty Recalls Young Virginian's Early 
Surveys o Frontier and That His t its ^/iilitary Duties Were of Engineering Char­ 
acter— Organized Corps in Army and Engaged 
L’Enfant to 
Plan 
Nation's 
Capital.

The United States today stands 
before the rest of the world its 
undisputed leader in technological 
advance and material well-being. 
It is interesting, then, to recall 
that the nation’s first President 
was an engineer. 
That facet of George Washing­ 
ton's life is being emphasized this 
week by American engineers. A 
nation-wide Engineers’ week ob­ 
servance is sponsored by the Na­ 
tional Society of Professional En­ 
gineers. 
In a letter to the N. S. P. E. 
president, L. L. Dresser of Tulsa, 
President Truman expressed the 
nation's tribute to the first Pres­ 
ident and other engineers who 
have played leading roles in our 
history. 
"Your celebration of Engineers’ 
week is a fitting occasion for us 
all to offer our tribute to the en­ 
gineering profession for its great 
practical contributions to our so­ 
ciety," President Truman wrote. 
"In this hour of deep concern 
with the safety of the rights and 
liberty of the free peoples of the 
world, for the continuing growth 
of the invigorating principles of 
democracy, at home and over the 
seas, and for the protection of our 
cherished ways of life, it is par­ 
ticularly appropriate that your 
celebration February 17-23, will 
coincide 
with 
the 
birthday 
of 
George Washington. Again it is 
our duty to fulfill the heroic 
tradition of service and courage 
engraved upon our nation by the 
first President whose distinguish­ 
ed achievements include notable 
feats of engineering.” 
"Father of Engineering." 
Although overshadowed by his 
fame as a soldier and statesman, 
Washington’s engineering abilities 
first attracted public attention and 
paved the way for his rise to 
the presidency. And the “Father 
of His Country" retained his en­ 


gineering 
interests, 
prompting 
present-day members of the pro­ 
fession to speak of their famous 
predecessor as also the “father of 
American engineering.” 
One of Washington’s earliest of­ 
ficial acts as chief executive of 
the infant nation was to establish 
the U. S. army corps of engineers, 
which now has charge of the fed­ 
eral flood control program and 
many other tasks in addition to 
those of a purely m ilitary nature. 
Among other actions 
reflecting 
his engineering background, the 
first President assigned t h 
e 
French General 
Pierre Charles 
L’Enfant, an old soldiering friend, 
to prepare the radical plans for 
developing Washington, D. C., and 
issued building regulations for the 
new capital city. 
Washington had begun his en­ 
gineering career early in life. At 
the age of about 16, he was a 
member of a party making a sur­ 
vey of the Virginia frontier for 
Lord Fairfax. On the Fairfax sur­ 
vey, young Washington was an 
apprentice of Jam es Genn, sur­ 
veyor of Prince William County, 
Genn was able to give his appren­ 
tice considerable instruction and 
provide abundant practical exper­ 
ience on that project, for the Fair­ 
fax land included approximately 
5 million acres. The work took 
several months to complete and 
carried the surveyors deep into 
the 
wilderness. 
While 
working 
along Patteron’s creek, Washing­

helped 
survey 
land 
later 
bought by the Hanks family, an­

Abraham

mother.

The Fairfax expedition is r e ­ 
lieved to have a great influence 
upon the formation of Washing­ 
ton’s strong character. After liv­ 
ing in relative comfort and lux­ 
ury, the youth became accustomed 
to exposure, cold, fatigue, hunger 


and other physical hardships. This 
prepared nim for the rugged mili­ 
tary campaigns of later years, in- 
I eluding the rigors of Valley Forge.

an understanding of its people 
and their vision of the West. He

and 
learned to depend 
upon those 
hardy settlers—and they on him. 
From the time Washington went 
out as an apprentice surveyor to 
the time he accepted command of 
the insurgent Colonial armies, the 
future President spent much of his 
life on the frontier—engineering 
most of the time. Even his early 
service as a soldier was in an en­ 
gineering capacity. As a military 
engineer, he surveyed the routes 
of needed roads through the for­ 
ests and supervised their con­ 
struction. The young militia offi­ 
cer also built bridges arid erected 
blockhouses and other fortifica­ 
tions. 
Under orders from Robert Din- 
widdie, lieutenant - governor of 
Virginia, Colonel Washington pre­ 
pared plans and supervised the 
construction of a chain of forts 
along the frontier to protect that 
English colony against raids by 
hostile Indians and the French. 
It was in the French and Indian 
war, when he took charge of the 
successful retreat following Gen­ 
eral 
Edward 
Braddock’s 
stun­ 
ning defeat near Ft. Duquesne in 
1755, that Washington first gained 
wide recognition as a m ilitary 
leader. His capacity for combat 
leadership later was demonstrated 
decisively in the Revolution; but 
his part in the earlier conflict was 
largely that of an engineering aide 
to British generals. 
His achievement in that role 
emphasized the importance of the 
engineer in both w ar and peace.

Second Constitutional 
Am endm ent Plan Would 
Set Up Annual Sessions 
JEFFERSON CITY (/P) — The 
Missouri House approved consti­ 
tutional amendm ent proposals to­ 
day to establish annual legislative 
sessions and ext -nd House m em ­ 
b e r’ terms from two to four years. 
Advancement of the annual ses­ 
sion plan came on a lopsided 91- 
21 vote, giving it a dozen more 
than the 79 votes it will need later 
in final passage. 
Then, if passed by the Senate, 
it would go on either a general or 
special election ballot for a vote 
of the people. 
Secrecy Argument 
The big argument came today 
on legislative secrecy. 
Rep. A. Clifford Jones (R) of 
St. Louis County tried vainly to 
strip aw ay a present constitution- 
tional provision that the Legisla­ 
ture can meet behind closed doors 
— bar the public and the press— 
“in cases which may require se­ 
crecy.” 
But his amendment was defeat­ 
ed on a 66-70 vote. Most Republi­ 
cans and a sprinkling of Demo­ 
crats voted with Jones. But the 
substantial part of the Democratic | 
m ajority voted against him. 
The annual session plan would:;

Secrecy Argument 
The big argument came today 
on legislative secrecy. 
Rep. A. Clifford Jones (R) of 
St. Louis County tried vainly to 
strip away a present constitution- 
tional provision that the Legisla­ 
ture can meet behind closed doors 
— bar the public and the press— 
“in cases which may require se­ 
crecy.” 
But his amendment w’as defeat­ 
ed on a 66-70 vote. Most Republi­ 
cans and a sprinkling of Demo­ 
crats voted with Jones. But the 
substantial part of the Dem ocratic;

The annual session plan would: j 
1. Continue the present five-

Last week I read an article in 
your paper by Howard E. K ersh­ 
ner. Mr. Kershner spoke of Chris­ 
tianity as a means to end govern­ 
ment. This is a beautiful theory 
but highly impractical. 
The statements made by Mr. 
Kershner pertaining to religion 
are true. Religion has a place in 
our lives but until man has made 
much more spiritual progress we 
must look to government to rule 
our lives. 
Further, let us no* swallow a 
religious panacea offered by some 
religious zealot until we are sure 
how it will implicate us. 
Mr. Kershner contrasted Chris­ 
tianity to Karl M arx’ theory. He 
inferred that Communism is the 
cause of the worlds' troubles. I 
would like to ask him two ques­ 
tions about Christianity. 
First. Where on this earth has 
Christianity spread 
that it has 
not been spread through and amid 
bloodshed and violence? 
Second. What other teligion has 
been spread by virtual conquest? 
Mr. Kershner speaks further of 
communism. I w’ould like to quote 
in part, “Karl M arx' theory that 
evil can be conquered and w’rong 
set right by law, by adm inistra­ 
tion, by force and by penalty has 
flowered into the greatest cruelty 
known in the history of man and 
the greatest lapse from all stand­ 
ards of morality and righteous­ 
ness.” 


While this bit of flowery liter­ 
ature may be highly effective for 
propaganda it is far from the 
truth. If any intelligent adult will 
study the above quota he w’ill 
find it an indictment of democra­ 
cy and not communism. 
Since I have quoted from Mr. 
Kershner I would also like to of­ 
fer something from Mr. Marx. 
“The taking over 
of 
landed 
property, and the use of rent to 
cover state expenditures; prog­ 
ressively graded income tax; the 
abolition of the right of inherit­ 
ance; the confiscation of the prop­ 
erty of all emigrants and rebels; 
the centralization of credit and 
transport in the hands of the state 
and tho establshment of a state 
bank 
with exclusive monopoly; 
increased state ownership of fac­ 
tories and redistribution of agri­ 
cultural land; 
universal obliga­ 
tion to w'ork, with labor armies 
recruited specially for agriculture; 
unification of agricultuial and in­ 
dustrial labor; public education of 
all children; and abolition of fac­ 
tory labor for children in its pres­ 
ent form.”
